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Iris 

Each  year  the  iris  are  getting  bigger  and  better.  Color  becomes  brighter,  richer, 
smoother,  more  even  and  more  pleasingly  mixed  in  both  old  and  new  combina¬ 
tions.  The  flowers  have  more  alluring  shapes  and  better  proportions  in  all  sizes. 
We  find  heavier  substance,  withstanding  wind  and  rain,  thus  assuring  us  that 
individual  blooms  will  often  maintain  their  brilliance  and  form  for  four  days. 
The  stalks  are  taller,  stronger  and  more  widely  branched:  —  i.e.,  the  flowers  are 
held  further  apart.  We  expect  more  vigorous  growth  and  hardier  qualities.  Read 
below  —  gasp  with  wonder  —  come  in  late  May  and  early  June  to  see  for  yourself 
why  we  use  so  many  “bests”  and  “  ’ers”  in  our  descriptions. 
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JACK-A-LANTERN 

(Groff-Kell.  '39)  Without  exception,  this  Jack  is  the  brightest  varie- 
gata  we  saw  last  year.  Our  mid-western  trip  brought  us  home  through 
Canada,  and  we  asked  permission  to  introduce  three  of  the  seedlings 
that  we  found  in  the  Groff  Gardens.  Jack-a-Lanterns  remind  us  of 
autumn;  this  iris  is  well  named.  The  fairly  broad  standards  are  clear, 
smooth  gold;  the  velvety,  broad-shouldered  falls  are  a  wonderfully 
rich,  deep  red,  edged  with  clean  gold.  The  branching  of  the  28" 
stems  is  low  and  wide.  So  colorful  is  this  Lantern,  that  one  just 
can't  pass  it  by!  $10.00 

PEARLY  PEAKS 

(Groff-Kell.  '39)  One  immediately  thinks  of  pearly-blue  mountain 
peaks,  rose-flushed  by  the  rising  sun,  when  one  comes  upon  this 
exquisite  blend.  The  broad,  rounded,  slightly  ruffled  standards  are 
blended  of  a  rosy-cream,  with  just  a  hint  of  violet,  and  are  unusually 
wide  at  the  base;  the  broad  flaring  falls  are  a  beautiful  shade  of 
light  violet,  very  narrowly  edged  lighter.  The  wide  white  haft  is 
very  faintly  veined  with  gold  and  bronze;  the  beeud  is  white  in  the 
throat,  shading  to  orange  at  the  tip.  Texture  is  smooth,  substance 
excellent,  proportion  fine,  growth  rapid,  and  branching  is  excep¬ 
tionally  low  and  broad.  42".  Very  late.  $15.00 


PLATINUM  BLOND 

(Groff-Kell.  '39)  Stylish?  Yes,  indeed,  and  also  different  from  any 
iris  we  have  seen.  And  the  closer  one  gets  to  this  Platinum  Blond, 
the  more  lovely  she  is!  The  standards  are  white,  with  gold  stripes 
painted  on  them  —  not  venations,  but  brush  strokes  running  from 
the  haft  up,  and  meeting  a  gold  edge.  The  falls,  only  slightly  flaring, 
are  a  dull  amber  yellow.  The  blooms,  of  medium  size,  are  carried 
on  well-branched,  36"  stcdks.  $15.00 

THELMA  JEAN 

(Peck-Kell.  '39)  Thelma  wears  a  petunia-violet  Jean  that  covers  her 
completely.  She  is  most  attractive  in  her  suit,  cut  from  heavy  ma¬ 
terial,  in  segments  2J^"  x  3",  both  above  and  below.  Her  jeans 
hang  streught,  but  harmonize  well  with  the  cupped  standards.  Each 
Thelma  romps  for  four  days  through  rain  and  sun  without  even  look¬ 
ing  downcast.  She  appears  early  in  our  garden.  34".  $15.00 
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BALMUN6  (H.  Sass  '39)  For  years,  hybridizers  have  been  working 
for  yellow  plicatas.  Last  year,  in  the  gardens  of  the  Sass  Brothers, 
we  turned,  bewildered,  from  one  to  another  —  and  lo!  there  were 
hundreds  of  them!  This  one  was  selected  for  its  fine  large  flowers, 
having  both  standards  and  falls  edged  brown,  and  because  it  is  tall 
and  on  well-branched  stalks.  $25.00 

BUTTERSCOTCH  (Dol.  '39)  Mr.  Dolman's  description  reads:  — 
"Not  an  exhibition  iris,  but  a  very  floriferous  massing  variety  in  a 
new  color  tone  that  suggested  its  name.  A  tan  self  with  some  veining; 
brownish  orange  beard.  Grows  well  and  increases  rapidly."  A 
delight  in  mass.  $1.00 

CRIMSON  TIDE  (Nic.  '39)  The  tide  of  new  irises  rolls  higher  and 
higher.  This  floriferous  new  red,  of  large  size  emd  lasting  substance, 
promises  well.  The  falls  are  a  deeper  red  than  the  arched  and 
domed  standards,  flare  widely  and  are  very  velvety.  The  beard  and 
upper  haft  are  orange.  42".  $15.00 


GIRALDA  (H.  Sass  '39)  We  found  a  mass  of  tall  pink  irises,  and 
we  stood  a-tiptoe  with  amazement  at  their  heights!  A  step-ladder 
would  have  been  even  better!  Seedling  No.  16-36  was  chosen  as  too 
fine  to  be  lost  to  the  public  —  fine,  even  tho'  some  qualities  were 
not  up-to-scratch.  The  adpressed  standards  and  round,  droopy  falls 
have  fair  substance  and  satiny  texture.  The  branching  is  high  and 
rather  too  narrow  —  but  picture  a  mass  of  the  56"  stalks  at  the 
back  of  your  border!  Aptly  named  for  a  bell-tower  in  Spain.  $15.00 

NOONTIDE  (Thole  '39)  Noontide  —  the  hot  time  in  the  iris  garden, 
when  the  noonday  sun  beats  pitilessly  down,  depriving  many  irises 
of  their  glamour.  But  the  yellows  seem  to  like  the  sun.  This  one  is  a 
very  deep,  clear  tone  of  yellow,  with  Depute  Nomblot  form,  with 
excellent  substance  and  branching.  The  standards  are  an  intense 
gamboge  tone;  the  falls  are  the  same,  with  a  suffusion  of  Indian 
yellow.  40".  $10.00 
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PATRICIA  (H.  Sjss  '3S)  We  walked  up  a  hillside  in  Mr.  Sass' 
garden  —  and  there  belore  us  was  the  most  entrancing  mass  of 
sparkling,  all  be-ruffled  white!  We  upbraided  Mr,  Sass  for  having 
kept  to  himself  for  so  many  years,  such  a  thing  of  beauty,  and  in¬ 
sisted  that  seedling  No.  46-32  be  named  and  introduced.  Now  we 
offer  you  Patricia  —  "a  joy  forever."  Both  standards  and  flaring 
falls  have  splendid  substance,  and  are  delightfully  ruffled  on  the 
edges,  like  curtains,  carefully  fluted.  The  wide  haft  carries  a  very 
pale  yellow  beard;  branching  is  low  but  not  wide;  growth  is  very 
rapid  and  there  are  quantities  of  blooms.  38".  Early.  $20.00 

RED  BONNET  (Gage  '39) 

Come  get  your  red  Red  Bonnet 
With  all  the  color  on  it! 

We'll  show  you  fame  on  the  way! 

With  its  standards  doming 
O'er  the  falls  a-flaring.

ROSE  DORE  (Thole  '39)  A  startling  iris!  We  quote:  —  "Standards 
an  opalescent  ochraceous  pink;  falls.  Dragon's  blood  with  black- 
purple  overlay  and  distinct  border  of  color  in  standards."  Effective? 
But  definitely!  36".  $3.00 

ROYAL  COACH  (H.  Sass  '39)  We  thought  this  by  far  the  brightest 
and  best  of  the  yellow  plicatas.  (For  those  who  took  notes  in  the 
Sass'  garden,  it  is  seedling  No.  65-34.)  The  rounded  standards  have 
a  yellow  ground,  flushed  with  bronze;  the  semi-flaring  falls  are  a 


fine  clear  yellow,  white  at  the  beard-tip,  and  nicely  edged  with 
chestnut.  The  bloom  is  large  for  a  yellow  plicata,  the  haft  is  broad, 
substance  and  branching  are  both  fine.  We  greatly  prefer  the 
yellow  and  bronze  of  this  iris,  to  the  purple  flushing  of  others — the 
color  symphony  is  much  finer.  Far  will  this  Royal  Coach  travel! 
38".  Stock  permits  low  introductory  price  of  $10.00 

SATSUMA  (Thole  '39)  "A  satsuma  effect  in  the  sunlight."  The 
large  bloom,  of  fine  substance  and  form,  has  both  standards  and 
falls  of  pale  brownish-pink,  faintly  shadowed  at  first  with  violet, 
which  later  fades  to  a  beautiful  soft  chamois.  Haft  is  broad  and 
beard  is  yellow.  40".  $7.50 

WEST  POINT  (Nic.  '39)  Attention!  While  we  pause  before  this 
two-toned  indigo-blue  iris.  The  arched  and  domed  standards  are 
indigo-blue;  the  circular  flaring  falls  are  a  slightly  deeper  tone  of 
indigo  with  rich  brown  shading  the  very  wide  heift.  A  white  beard, 
tinted  blue,  is  very  fitting.  Naturally,  he  is  large,  made  of  good 
stuff,  durable,  and  has  perfect  poise.  44".  $15.00 

Visitors  in  our  gardens  will  find  many  interesting  seedlings,  sent 
us  for  the  eastern  judges  to  rate.  We  also  have  a  planting  of  the 
new  Sass'  iris,  including  Bonanza,  another  yellow  plicata;  Golden 
Age,  a  very  dark  yellow;  Prairie  Sunset,  the  most  talked-of  seedling 
for  the  past  two  years;  Elsa  Sass,  an  adorable  canary-yellow.  Also 
an  assortment  from  the  Groff  Gardens:  —  Coral  Sands,  a  startling 
blend;  Inkpot,  dark,  of  course;  Lagoon,  a  nicely  shaded  blue;  Mrs. 
Trafford,  a  pearly  white;  Trader  Horn,  a  huge  wine-red. 
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AIDA  (Mitch.  '38)  Our  most  lovely  and  beloved  heroine  sings  her 
own  praises,  dressed  in  golden  bronze  shades,  more  cop¬ 
pery  than  the  Jean  Cayeux  type.  She  carries  large,  firm, 
frosted  bronze  flowers  with  falls  of  a  darker  tint,  well  placed 
on  36"  stalks.  $5.00 

ALICE  HARDING  (Cay.  '33)  A  charming  primrose-yellow  self, 
named  for  a  sincere  garden  lover.  A  stout  hearted  bloom  with 
slightly  cupped  standards,  well  rounded  falls  and  an  orange  beard. 
The  full,  pleasing  flowers  are  held  by  tall,  well  branched  stems,  and 
the  broad  heavy  petals  stand  firm  thru  storm  or  stress  of  the  hot 
sun,  without  fading  or  furling.  40".  Dykes'  Medal,  France,  '33. 
A.M.  '37.  $1.75 

ALINE  (Stern  '32)  An  artificial  flower?  No!  Just  an  azure  blue 
self,  so  smooth  and  waxen  in  texture,  so  heavy  and  firm  in  sub¬ 
stance,  so  large  and  flaring,  so  perfectly  modelled,  that  automatically 
we  ask,  "Is  it  real?"  34".  $2.00 

ALLUMEUSE  (Gage  '38)  This  iris  brought  many  exclamations  of 
delight  last  year,  the  coloring  being  like  that  of  stained 
glass  windows.  Standards  are  wisteria  violet,  yellow  at  the 
base;  and  the  almost  horizontal  falls  are  pansy  violet,  blended 
with  a  rosy  flush,  giving  a  novel  glow.  Heavy  substance,  velvety 
texture,  large  flowers  —  if  you  liked  Sir  Michael,  you'll  love  this.

ALTA  CALIFORNIA  (M.M.  '31)  The  most  popular  tall  yellow,  for 
the  price.  Rich  yellow  v«th  slight  brown  overtone  on  the  falls.

AMENTI  (H.  Sass  '36)  Gray  vinaceous  standards  blend  delicately 

with  the  light  mauve  falls  and  pale  yellow  beard.  A  large  bloom  that 
reminds  us  of  the  "changing  tints  that  glorify  the  sky."  36".  $1.00 


AMIGO  (Wmsn.  '34)  A  startling  blue  amoena.  Could  one  Amigo 
toast  another  he  might  rise  and  say:  —  "I,  Friend,  drink  to  you. 
Friend,  and  you.  Friend,  drink  to  me,  and  the  more  we  get  together, 
the  happier  we'll  be" — in  mass,  unbeatable.  The  bright  pansy  blue 
velvet  in  the  falls  is  set  off  by  an  edging  of  the  soft  blue  of  the  stand¬ 
ards,  making  a  striking  flower  which  becomes  even  lovelier  as  the 
mass  increases.  Plant  near  the  edge  of  the  border,  as  the  stalks  are 
rather  short,  stout  and  sturdy.  30".  A.M.  '38.  $3.00 

AMITOLA  (H.  Sass  '36)  This  is  a  larger,  more  delicately  toned 
Rameses,  with  a  medley  of  rose  and  gold  playing  thru  the  large 
standards  and  adding  a  lavender  overtone  in  the  full  falls.  "Rain¬ 
bows  of  soft  colors,"  well  carried  on  wiry  stalks.  38"  $2.00 

ANDALUSIAN  BLUE  (Schr.  '37)  Among  Intermediates,  the  one 
sky-blue,  with  wide  flaring  falls  and  full  rounded  standards.  The 
texture  is  satiny,  the  substance,  leathery.  For  earliest  bloom,  this  is 
our  first  choice.  $2.50 

ANGELUS  (Egel.  '37)  "US"  insist  it's  "THE  ANGEL"  of  pink  blends 
with  a  bluish  flush  on  the  falls  and  a  coppery  suffusion  on  the  broad 
shoulders.  "It's  the  tops"  with  the  large  fine  flaring  form,  of  smooth 
texture  and  excellent  substance,  like  Depute  Nomblot.  The  branch¬ 
ing  of  this  strong,  38"  stalk  is  remarkably  fine.  Late.  H.M.  '38.  $10.00 

ANITRA  (H.  Sass  '36)  Need  you  search  further?  Here  is  the  pale, 
soft  blue  self,  subdued  in  tone,  strong  in  substance,  with  falls  full 
and  flaring,  standards  domed  in  perfect  symmetry  —  the  blue  that  is 
like  the  unfathomable  depths  of  a  warm  summer  sky.  36".  H.M.  '37.

APRICOT  (Klein.  '38)  A  solid  golden  apricot  self  —  it's  luscious  — 
the  only  real  apricot.  The  flowers,  medium  to  large,  slightly 
fluted  and  ruffled,  are  on  36"  stems.  $8.00 
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APRICOT  GLOW  (Wies.  '36)  A  delightful  shade  of  apricot  and 
salmon,  with  a  faint  rose  flush  on  the  falls.  This  apricot  glows  in  the 
garden  picture,  and  smiles  a  welcome  to  all  our  visitors  with  its 
cheerful  blooms.  36".  $1.00 

AT  DAWNING  (Kirk.  '35)  Lustrous  shades  of  lavender  and  pink 
open  before  our  eyes  —  a  luminous  sky  announcing  the  dawning 
day.  Long  rose  pink  falls  and  great  rose  lavender  standards,  edged 
with  gold,  fill  us  with  the  same  unanswerable  awe  and  admiration 
that  we  feel  when  we  behold  the  first  glow  before  the  sunrise.  36".

ATTYE  EUGENIA  (Snow  '36)  This  smoothly  enameled  flower  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  carved  from  real  ivory.  The  large,  exquisitely 
modelled  blooms  are  so  heavy  in  texture,  so  firm  of  stem,  that  sun, 
wind  or  rain  fail  to  conquer  or  disturb  these  beautiful  ivory  statues.

BEOTIE  (Cay.  '32)  A  Mug-Wump  —  she  sits  on  the  fence  like  our 
blue  Persian  cat,  unable  to  decide  whether  to  mix  with  Black  or 
White.  You  see,  this  iris  is  a  large,  lovely  pale  blue  neutral  shade, 
and  she  goes  well  with  every  color.  38".  $.50 

BEOWULF  (Schr.  '36)  An  iris  with  rich  brown  standards  and 
smooth  maroon  falls,  that  have  a  soft  brown  margin.  A  golden  beard 
glows  in  the  center  of  the  flower  and  lights  up  the  velvety  texture.

BLACK  BEAUTY  (Kirk.  '34)  "She  walks  in  beauty  like  the  night"  — 
purplish  black  throughout,  the  rich  indigo  slightly  intensified  in  the 
velvety  falls  —  a  beauty  indeed,  of  charming  rounded  form  and 
medium  height.  $.75 

BLACK  VALOR  (Nic.  '38)  Here's  Valor  in  Black!  It  is  the  deepest 
blue-black  self,  with  a  blackish  beard,  domed  standards  and 
widely  flaring,  circular,  velvety  falls.  The  flower  is  large,  of 
heavy  substance,  and  on  a  widely  branched  stalk.  40".  $10.00 

BLACK  WINGS  (Kirk.  '34)  Noble  son  of  a  worthy  father.  Black 
Beauty.  First  of  the  black  iris;  still  a  beauty.  30".  $.50 

BLITHESOME  (Conn.  '33)  "Hail  to  the  blithe"  flower  of  cream 
and  golden  hue!  The  bloom  is  creamy  white  with  gold  suffusion  on 
the  falls.  The  falls  and  standards  alike  are  noticeably  well-rounded 
and  perfectly  poised.  Due  to  the  sturdy,  tall,  well  branched  stalks 
and  the  heavy  substance,  the  flower  does  not  flinch  when  rain  or 
burning  sun  pour  down  from  above  —  a  perfect  performer.  40".  $2.50 

BLUE  DIAMOND  (Nic.  '38)  Like  a  real  diamond,  this  flower 
sparkles  all  over  in  its  natural  setting,  a  light,  almost  true, 
blue.  The  domed  standards  and  flaring  falls  with  bluish 
beard  are  large  and  of  strong  substance,  and  are  carried  on 
low,  widely  branched  stems.  40".  $7.50 

BLUE  DUSK  (Reib.  '36)  Blue  dusk  and  shadows  fall  in  the  clear 
western  sky  —  and  lo!  we  have  our  iris!  The  standards  are  satiny, 
the  falls  velvety,  and  the  light  blue  beard  enhances  the  dusky  blue 
tonality.  $1.00 


BLUE  JUNE  (Don.  '34)  "Am  I  blue?"  We  should  say  so  —  true 
blue,  but  never  too  blue.  The  petals  are  well  rounded,  gracefully 
curving,  with  a  slight  dip  in  the  center  of  each  giving  an  effect  of 
chiaroscuro  to  each  bloom.  These  perfectly  modelled,  medium  blue 
petals,  satisfy.  $1.50 

BLUE  MONARCH  (J.  Sass  '33)  This  monarch  rules  as  the  light 
blue  blooms  loom  away  up  tall  among  other  iris.  Nicely  shaped 
flowers.  H.M.  '35.  $.50 

BLUE  PETER  (White  '36)  A  flag  of  very  deep  prune  purple,  with 
a  black  flush  over  all;  with  a  suede  finish  above,  velvety  below.  It 
waves  on  high  in  our  garden  and  it  calls  us  with  its  rich,  vital  colors. 
The  long  falls  and  high  standards  are  very  soft,  smooth  and  dark.

BLUE  SPIRE  (Mill.  '38)  A  clean,  clear,  medium  blue  self,  with  a 
sparkling  texture.  This  spire  is  large,  beautifully  shaped, 
tall,  and  a  sight  to  behold!  $3.50 

BLUE  TRIUMPH  (Grint.  '34)  Hail  the  conquering  hero  among 
the  light  blues!  He  comes,  carrying  standards  full  rounded,  and 
falls  full  flaring  and  of  stout  substance.  A  richness  of  luminous  blue 
shines  from  the  heraldric  staffs.  A.M.  '36.  $1.25 

BOULDERADO  (And.  '37)  The  very  large  flowers  have  arched 
standards  of  rosy  tan,  and  broad  flaring  falls  of  deeper  old  rose, 
overlaid  with  tan  —  an  enchanting  combination  of  colors.  Branches 
are  short,  but  well-spaced;  foliage  is  wide  and  graceful.  $3.50 

BRIDAL  VEIL  (Mitch.  '36)  No  blush  mars  the  pure  white  of  this 
flower;  only  a  slight  yellow  tinge  at  the  edges  of  the  haft  and  on  the 
style  arms  makes  the  white  seem  clearer,  more  refreshing.  The 
shape  of  the  flower  is  first-rate  with  wide  flaring  falls  and  nicely 
rounded  standards.  Excellent  habits  of  growth.  $3.00 

BRONZINO  (Salb.  '37)  Striking  domed  standards  of  frosty  golden 
bronze;  falls  rich  coppery  bronze  —  a  combination  of  depth  and 
liveliness,  sturdiness  and  dignity,  with  a  leathery  substance  —  a 
standout.  40".  $6.50 

BRUNHILDE  (Salb.  '34)  Ennoble  your  garden  with  true  royalty  — 
the  queen  of  the  dark  blues,  wrapt  in  robes  of  exquisite  texture; 
soft,  satiny,  clear  dark  blue  robes  before  which  we  bow  low  in  ad¬ 
miration.  The  falls  are  flaring,  the  standards  domed;  the  beard  is  a 
deep  rich  blue  adding  perfect  harmony  to  this  most  aristocratic 
flower.  38".  A.M.  '37.  $2.00 

BUNTING  (Wmsn.  '34)  Table  iris.  A  pale  violet  self  of  fine  form, 
on  29"  well  branched  stems.  $1.00 

BURNING  BRONZE  (Ayres  '34)  Alight  with  a  red-purple  glow  at 
the  end  of  the  beard,  this  color  changes  to  a  deep  wine  purple  with 
a  bronze  overtone  in  the  falls  and  standards.  A  metallic  lustre  makes 
this  iridescent  flower  captivating.  Semi-flaring  falls  and  adpressed 
standards  make  rhythmic  form.

BYZANTIUM  (Ayres  '33)  We  visualize  this  ancient  city  of  gold, 
pomp  and  pageantry  in  the  finery  of  this  bloom.  The  flower  is  tan- 
brown,  flushed  on  the  falls  with  iridescent  blue,  and  has  a  sprinkling 
of  gold  dust  over  all.  A  lovely  iris  —  we  recommend  it  highly,  and 
we  say  it  far  surpasses  Tuscany  Gold.  32".  $.85 

CABALLERO  (Nic.  '35)  "I  am  the  gay  Caballero"  with  my  blouse 
of  red-lavender,  and  my  handsome  wide  rosy  red  pantaloons  of 
satiny  sheen.  I  am  strong  —  hold  my  head  erect  and  bow  down  to 
neither  sun,  wind,  nor  rain.  44".  $1.00 

CADETOU  (Cay.  '35)  A  variegata,  the  standards  honey-yellow, 
tinted  bronze;  the  falls  garnet  red,  widely  edged  with  bronzy  gold. 
The  semi-flaring  falls  are  exceptionally  wide,  harmonizing  perfectly 
with  the  wide  fluted  standards.  42".  $6.00

Bells  of  silvery  yellow  and  of  gold,  orange  and  apricot  bells,  rosy  bells  and  even  red  bells,  will  ring  their 
joyous  chimes  in  your  garden  through  many  a  month,  if  you  will  plant  Hemerocallis  (Day  Lilies.) 
“Did  you  say.  Madam,  that  you  desired  a  plant  that  will  bloom  All  Summer  Long?”  We  used  to  smile 
and  say:  “That’s  hardly  possible.”  Now  we  smile  and  say:  “No  one  plant  will  bloom  all  summer  long, 
but  the  right  selection  of  Day  Lilies  will  give  you  the  color  effect  you  wish  from  late  May  until  Sep¬ 
tember.”  We  like  these  Hemerocallis  —  they  are  such  happy  plants!  Happy  almost  anywhere,  sure 
to  grow  and  increase  rapidly,  sure  to  bloom,  and  such  masses  of  charming  form  and  cheery  colors! 

Culture.  Remarkably  eeisy.  Plant  either  in  full  sun  or  in  partial 
shade;  keep  watered  if  planted  during  dry  weather;  then  “leave 
them  alone  and  they’ll  come  home”  with  prodigal  masses  of  bloom. 

Transplanting.  Spring  and  fall  are  the  best,  but  the  Day  Lilies  may 
be  moved  during  the  summer,  if  care  is  taken  to  keep  them  moist. 
Bloom  stalks  will  not  attain  full  height  until  the  second  season. 

Blooming  Time.  From  late  May  until  September,  by  using  different 
varieties.  The  newer  ones  carry  50  or  more  buds  to  the  stalk,  and 
an  established  clump  will  be  in  bloom  for  four  or  five  weeks.  Approx¬ 
imate  dates  for  New  England  are  given  after  each  description. 

Garden  Value.  Most  noticeable  is  that,  during  the  dry  arid  months 
of  July  and  August,  a  collection  of  these  plants  will  decorate  the 
garden  magnificently.  The  charming  low-growing  varieties  trim 
the  front  of  the  border;  the  tall  ones  mass  at  the  back.  The  foliage 
is  always  good,  with  no  pests  that  make  spraying  necesseuy.  The 
lighter  toned  varieties  usually  have  a  delightful,  tho’  rather  elusive, 
fragrance.
